PRESIDENT IS INVITED INTO A DIPLOMATIC WILDERNESS. 


First the Spaniards Accept the Generous Terms of America and Then 
Submit New Proposais—Disposition to Create a New Line of Discussion

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—[Exclusive Dispatch. |] 
‘Spain’s answer to the American terms is in Washington 
tonight. It arrived at the Frenchmbassy this afternoon 
and has been translated for the President for tomorrow, 
the very day it was expected that it would be handed 
over to this government. Whatthe answer is the admin- 
istration does not know. A few suggestions regarding the 
character of the note have leaked out, and it may be said 
that it is extremely long and involved, and shows a de- 
cided disposition to make light of the main proposition, 
the acceptance of our terms, and creates a new line of 
discussion. This is attempted to be accomplished by 
first accepting our terms and then submitting a set of 
propositions for discussion before the peace cemmission

came in sections. the dispatch first re- 
ceived giving only the opening para- 
graph of the Spanish reply. A few min- 
utes later came a second section, and 
they kept coming uninterruptedly by a 
procession of messengers until seven 
sections of the Spanish reply had been 
received at ten minutes to 4 o'clock, 
when the last part was scheduled to 
arrive. 

In the mean time the cipher experts 
were at work, and by 4:30 o’clock they 
were abreast of all portions of the re- 
ply received up to that time;and there 
was a lull of some time pending the ARy 
rival of the concluding portions. It 
was thought that a terrific rainstorm 
which swept over Washington about 4 
o'clock might have occasioned delay to 
the wiring of the remainder. 

Pending the receipt of the complete 
reply, no steps were taken to fix a time 
for a conference with the President, as 
the time for that depended largely upon 
some of the features of the reply, and 
also upon the explicit instructions con- 
cerning the of the answer 
Which usually accompanies a document 
of this solemn character. Neither at 
the White House or State Department 
was there any definite knowledge that 
the reply had reached Washington, and 
the usual office hours closed with no 
appointment made for a conference. 
There was felt to be little likelihood, 
even though the Ambassador received 
the complete reply and instructions, 
that there would he a night conference 
at the White House for the purpose of 
presenting the documeht. 

Pending the official delivery of the 
answer, speculation was rife as to its 
contents. There was little or no fur- 
ther doubt that the length of the reply 
meant that Spain had not given a sim. 
ple and direct affirmative to the Amer- 
ican conditions. It was evident that if 
the reply was an acceptance, it was 
accompanied by extended discussion 
and probably by conditions. . This, 
caused considerable apprehension in of- 
ficial circles here, for while it was felt 
last week that Spain would = surely 
yield in every particular, it began to 
be felt that possibly there might he 
another period of discussion, and pos- 
sibly an indirect ettempt to open up 
a diplomatic exchange on the nature 
of the terms.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—This 
followed by the correspondence be- 
tween Gen. Shafter and the Spanish 
commander at Santiago, in which Gen.

(in July 10 Gen. Shafter notified the 
iimiral that the bombardment of the 
ity would be resumed by the army the 
‘ollowing morning. He enclosed charts 
showing the position of the American 
iid Spanish lines, and requesting that 
ihe fleet begin the bombardment at 4 
clock p.m. on the 10th. Gen. Shafter 
i1dded that it would be very disastrous 
.o the morale of his men to have any 
of the shells fall near them, and he 
consequently requested that the navy 
‘hrow dts shells into the westward part 
of the city near the bay, promising 
that the falling of the first shell would 
be observed and the results communi- 
cated to the fleet by signal. The bom- 
'ardment was begun as requested, and 
there were several exchanges of notes 
between the general and the admiral 
as to the result of the firing. The fol- 
lowing correspondence then took place: 
“HEADQUARTERS FIFTH ARMY 
CORPS, July 11.—Commander-in-Chief 
North Atlantic squadron: My lines are 
now complete to the bay north of Santi- 
ago. Your shots can be observed from 
there perfectly, at least, those that fall 
in the town. Flames followed several 
shots fired today, but seemed to be 
quickly extinguished. A number of 
shots fell in the bay close to a small 
sunboat lying near the shore. At pres- 
ent they are considering a demand for 
unconditional surrender. I will notify 
you of the result. I think it advisable 
to put in some heavy shots, say 10 to 
5 inches, tomorrow, and see if we can- 
not start a fire. Be careful not to shoot 
beyond the town, as my troops are 
Within one and one-half miles of it, and 
you will be firing directly toward us. 
| Signed] “SHAFTER,

Admiral Sampson notified Gen. Shaf- 
ter on the 12th that he proposed to be- 
sin the bombardment next morning 
with 15-inch shells. The Oregon, Mas- 
sachusetts and Indiana were promptly 
on hand the morning of the 13th, pre- 
pared to fire, but a telegram from Gen. 
Shafter brought notice of a truce pend- 
ing negotiations for the surrender of 
the city. July 12 and 13 several notes 
were passed, Gen. Shafter advising, the 
admiral of the progress of the negotia- 
tions for surrender and Admiral Samp- 
son expressing his readiness to render 
any assistance desired. In one of these 
notes, July 14, Admiral Sampson in- 
tormed Gen. Shafter that he desired to 
he represented in the negotiations ‘for

At noon on the 14th Gen. Shafter tele- 
graphed to the admiral that there was 
apparently every prospect of an 
evacuation, and at 2:30 o’clock the same 
day Gen. Miles telegraphed Admiral 
Sampson that the enemy had surren- 
dered, 


DEFENDS SAMPSON. . 


Secretary Long Replies to Some 
of the Maligning Letters. 


[| ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has received several 
letters violently attacking Admiral 
Sampson. To at least one of these 
Secretary Long has replied and a copy 
of his reply was furnished for publica- 
tion tonight. He does not, however, 
make Known the name of the person to 
Whom his reply is addressed. Secretary 
Long stoutly defends the entire course 


of the admiral since his appointment 
to the command of the North Atlantie 
squadron. The Secretary states that 
Sanipson was selected for the command 
because it Was believed he was espec'- 
ally titted for the place.

critic, “and when you accuse him of

Discussing, evidently, a complaint be- 
cause the fleet did not capture ‘the nur- 
bor of Porto Rieo, Secretary Long Says: 
“Th department, which has very rarely 
int: mered with the movements of ad- 
commanding squadrons, did. 
hoWever, make one express order, und 
that was that our battleships shoutd not 
be cx! ‘sed to the risk of serious injury 
from the fire of any fort.” 

“This order,” he adds, “was made 
while the strong Spanish fleet was in 
eXistence, and the movement to Porto 
Rico was to meet, if possible, the Cer- 
Vera ftloot, There was no intention of 
taking Porto Rico at that time Without 
the cooperation of the army.” As to 
the sending of the fleet into the harbor 
of Sentiago, the Secretary states that 
Admiral Sampson was acting under ex- 
picit orders net to expose his armored 
Slips to the risks of sinking by mines. 

Secretary Long writes at length of 
the arduous duties which bave devolved 
upon Admiral Sampson as commander 
of the squedron, calling attention to 
the elaborate instructions which the 
admiral had given for the attack upon 
the Spanish fleet, should it appear, and 
he adds that the battle with Cervera 
Was tound under these orders, and that 
the victory was the consummation of 
the admiral’s thorough preparations, 

Secretary Long says he can weil un- 
derstand why the friends of other of- 
ficers should be so enthusiastic anda 
earnest in their behalf, for he says eyv- 
eryone of them richly desrves credit for 
his “glorious work,” but he says he 
“cannot understand why such a bitter 
feeling is manifested in many quarters 
toward Admiral Sampson when all these 
officers subordimate to him, in their re- 
ports, clearly and cordially recognize 
the fact that, although at the beginning 
he wes, by orders from Washington,

AN AFTER THOUGHT.

“BRONCHO BILL’S” CRIMES 


SECURED SEVERAL THOUSAND DOL- 
LARS BY THE GRANT’S HOLD-UP. 


Rode into Small Towns With His 
Companions and Shot the Neigh- 
borhood Up—The Massacre at 
Belen. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
ALBUQUBRQUE (N. M.,) Aug. 8.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] A prominent cat- 
tle man in the city today partially con- 
firmed the report that William Wal- 
ters, alias ‘“‘Broncho Bill,” the notorious 
outlaw, had confessed to being the 
leader in the train hold-up on the Santa 
Fé Pacific at Grant's, and the train rob- 
bery at Belen on the Santa Fé, 
“Broncho Bill” and “Kid’ Johnson 
made their rendezyous in the White 
Mountains near St. John’s, where they 
stole cattle and hcrses at will. They 
were run out of that neighborhood, and 
in their fiight from the officers took 
refuge among the caves of the Malpais 
near Grant's. 

“Here,” said our informant, ‘they 
were joined by three others, and there 
planned to hold up the passenger 
train at Grant’s, which they accom- 
plished very successfully and secured 
several thousand dollars. The bandits 
laid low in the dense Mogollon Moun- 
tains for several months afterward, ex- 
cept occasionally riding into small iso- 
lated towns and shooting them up.” 
Finally they crossed the prairie at 
Laguna, and for two days were in hid- 
ing within a few miles of Belen. The 
morning of the train robbery at Belen 
the men, only “Broncho Bill” and 
“Kid” Johnson, picketed their horses 
about two miles south of the station 
and then walked back to the station. 
When the train arrived and just before 
it stopped, the two men mounted the 
engine and covered the engineer and 
fireman with their pistols. The irain 
Was ordered pulled south, and the en- 
gine, with the combinetion express and 
bag@wage car, was uncoupled from the 
coaches. The safe was blown open, two 
good-sized sacks containing currency 
and guld and silver coin filled, after 
which the bandits rode off. 

“The next day a Sheriff's posse from 
Valencia county with Deputy Sheriff 
Frank X. Vigil, Dan Bustamente and a 
Pueblo Indian trailer, started in pur- 
suit. About sixty miles from Belen 
the robbers ambushed the officers and 
killed. the three, two other Pueblo 
Indians who had gone along, returning 
to Santa Rita with the dead bodies. 
Although several posses were kept 
in the field after the robbers for weeks, 
they were not run down until about 
a week ago at the Joe Hampson cattle 
ranch, when George Scarborough and 
J. D. Milton, deputy United States 
Marshals, engeged the two bandits in a 
pitched battle which resulted in John- 
son receiving wounds from which he 
died several hours afterward, and 
“Broncho Bill” was also dangerously, 
if not fatally, shot. - 

JI. N. Thacker, the Well-Fargo Ex- 
press Company’s detective, who has 
“peen in the field ever since the Grant's 
robbery, is in possession of the confes- 
~sion of Johnson, given just before he 
died. “Broncho Bill” wil undoubtedly 
be taken to Socorro for trial, as the 
killing of the deputy sheriffs occurred 
in thet county, although both the train 
robberies occurred in Valencia ccunty.

TRICKS OF THE DONS.. 


MAY RESULT IN A STIFFENING OF 
WESTERN BACK BONES. 


Administration More Disposed Than 
the President Intended to Keep 


the Philippines—Sagasta Laughs 
at Fears. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Auge. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Until a reply has been read, 
the fear will not quite vanish that 
Spanish diplomacy has sought to qual- 
ify the force of the President's de- 
mands, and presented counter proposi- 
tions that cannot be entertained, and 
that must be followed by a renewal of 
war activity instead of an armistice. 
It is getting to be the general opinion 
that, to be responsive to the public de- 
mand, the administration will push its 
opportunity in the Philippines much 
further than the President is said to be 
disposed to do. Some of the friends of 
the President who have heard that the 
government will retire from the Philip- 
pines, keeping: only a naval station 
there, have hastened’ to inform Presi- 
dent McKinley that the western coun- 
try is assuming that the Pwthilippines 
are to be retained entire. 

Part of the Cabinet avers to this, 
and some of its members will not keep 
any islands. The increasing desire to 
secure the Philippines as part of the 
dominion of the United States has been 
forcing itself upon the administration 
fast enough by telegraph, letters and 
communications from organizations, 
Should Spain so answer the demands 
of the President as to lead to suspen- 
sion of negotiations, almost everybody 
believes that when Spain again asks 
our terms of peace, there will be as 
profounced a demand for the avacua- 
tion of the Philippines as there is now 
for withdrawal from Cuba and Porto 
Rico. 

FIGHT AT MANILA.

BISMARCK IS BURNED. 


FLAMES EAT UP A LARGE PART 
OF THE BEST PORTION. 


Oils and Powder Contribute to the 
Awful Fire Which Starts in Some 
Mysterious Manner—Everything 
Melts Before Its Power—The 
Losses. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


BISMARCK, (N: D.,) Aug. 8.—Fire 
destroyed the best portion of the city 
of Bismarck this evening, licking up 
hundreds of thousands of dolalrs’ worth 
of property. The flames originated 
in the agents of Northern Pacific depot. 
Before the tlames were discovered, the 
entire block and the warehouse of the 
company were on fire. Oils and pow- 
der contributed fuel, and before the 
flames could be checked they had 
spread to the block ef brick’ buildings 
across the alley, destroying the Tri- 
bune office, Hare’s hardware store, and 
an entire row of buildings. 

The flames then leaped the street to 
the magnificent First National Bank 
building, which melted away in a few 
minutes, The Central block followed, 
and the flames spread to the postoffice, 
sweeping over the entire block and 
carrying down the  postoffice, Mer- 
chant’s Bank Block, Griffin Block and 
all the intermediate frame and brick 
structures. The fire then spread across 
and devoured Kupitz’s store and the 
greater part of the block. The flames 
also spread north into a residence 
block and completely destroyed it. 
Firemen were powerless to check the 
inroads of th fire, which spread to 
scores of buildings, licking them up as 
so much wastepaper. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, as 
no one was in the freight office when 
it started. It is impossible to esti- 
mate the loss tonight. All wires 


burned, the Western Union office be- 
ing one of the first to go. The rail- 
road office was also destroyed. A 


temporary cut-in was made to handle 
imperative business.

poolrcom, Booth’s restaurant, More- 
haus’s stationery store, De Graff's 
clothing store, Mrs. Dunn's millinery 


store, Steinitz’s harness shop, Jus- 
tice TMdball’s office, Doble’s clothing 
store, United States Land Office, Sur- 
veyor-General’s office, baggage and ex- 
press and freight warehouse, Wills’s 
seed store, Mellon’s bank building, law-

A volley 
was poured into the mob from the upper 
story of the jail, and several shots took 
efiect. The wounded were carried away by 
their comrades, and the raid was tunsuc- 
cessful. 

Elmer E. Green of Goldfield, Colo., shot 
his wife and himself last evening at Omaha.

The city will either have to purchase

school building. The City’ Attorney 


notified. the Council yesterday that it 


would be useless to contest a suit now 


pending against the city to compel this 
action. 

A committee of the Board of Police 
Commissioners called on the City Coun- 
cil yesterday and urged that body to 
provide for the establishment of a 
police-signal System. They were as- 
sured that if it was possible to pro- 
vide the necessary funds the system 
would be established. 

The numerous protests. against the 
construction of the Mi#fson-route boule- 
vard have been set for hearing before 
the City Council on Monday, the 22d 
inst., at 2 p.m. 

Texas fever has been discovered on 
the Los Felis ranch by City Meat In- 
Spector Hughes, and a herd of cattle 
there has been quarantined. 

The bidding for franchises and their 
letting by the city is never without in- 
teresting features, and the suit begun 
by a Pasadena taxpayer to estop the 
City Trustees from awarding a fran- 
chise to the Terminal Railway Com- 
pany will be watched with curiosity. 
The Terminal company won yesterday 
in the initial stage of the proceeding, 
inasmuch as Judge Shaw sustained the 
demurrer to the complaint.

old friend. The discovery of a much 
later will complicates matters and 
brings this large estate into the litiga- 
tion that seems the proper thing when 
any large estate is to be disposed of. 

The Board of Supervisors has ap-

HITCHING ORDINANCE SOON TO BE 
AMENDED. 


After a Sharp Debate the Council 
Grants the Petitieon—Texas Fever 
Discovered at the Los Fells 
Ranch.

So quiet was the morning session of 
the City Council yesterday that there 
was not the slightest division on any 
of the measures considered. Final ac- 
tion was taken upon a number of im- 
portent measures but they were strictly 
matters of routine business and occa- 
sioned no debate. 

The first business of the session was 
the reading of the reports of the City 
Clerk, City Auditor and City Tax ana 
License Collector with reference to the 
condition of the city funds, the collec- 
tions of licenses, the disposition» made 
of delinquent licenses and other finan- 
cial matters all of which were referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

The report of L. M. Powers, M. D., 
Health Officer, and of the superinten- 
dent of street sweeping with reference

The report was published in 
full Sunday morning. It recommended 
that the care of these streets be placed 
in the hands of the Street Superinten- 
dent.

It was not a question of the 
needs of the Police Department but was 
one of whether the cit} would be able 
to pay for a, signal System this year. 
He assured the Commissioners that the 
subect would be given due considera- 
tion. and if it was possible to provide 
means for the purchase. the purchase 
would be made. The matter was then 
referred to the Finance Committee. 


FOR, BETTER FIRE PROTECTION. 


“& communication was received from 
the Board of Fire Commissioners calling 
the aftention of the Council to the un- 
protected condition of that portion of 
the city near Westlake Park and asking 
that immediate steps be taken to secure 
for that section better fire protection. 
To that end it was asked that the Coun- 
cil proceed as rapidly as possible with 
the issue and sale of the fire department 
bonds recently authorized. President 
Silver stated that all that could be done 
was being done with all the speed pos- 
sible and the matter is now in such 
shape as to prevent any action by the 
Council. The matter was referred to 
the Fire and Water Committee. 

Mr. Mathuss moved that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to notify 
the owners of property on Third street 
near Grand avenue to raise the side- 
walks in front of their property to the 
official grade. The motion was adopted. 

The contract and bond of J. D. New- 
man & Co. for supplying the city with 
street signs, as contracted for several 
weeks ago, was presented and ap- 
proved. 

TOO MANY DOGS. 

‘Two petitions having for their pur- 
pose the ridding of the streets of the 
numerous stray dogs, about which there 
has been much complaint of late, were 
presented. The first was signed by C. 
¥. Hartwell and a number of other 
persons. It requested the Council to 
provide means for the catching and im- 
pounding of such dogs now running at 
large as do not wear the tag showing 
that the license on them has been paid. 
The other petition, sined by J. E. Stew- 
art et al., asks that the Council ap- 
point a dog catcher who shall be on 
duty all the year round, for the pur- 
pose of taking up any dogs which he 
may find on the streets. The petitions 
were referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 

BOULEVARD PROTESTS. 

The several numerously-signed pro- 
tests against the construction of the 
proposed Pasadena boulevard along the 
Mission Road route, which had heen 
filed in the City Clerk’s office last week, 
were presented. Councilman Nickell 
moved that they be set for hearing be- 
fore the Council at its next regular 
meeting. President Silver suggested that 
inasmuch as each of the protests was 
signed by a large number of property- 
owners, each of whom, under the law, 
must he notified of the time set for 
hearing, that the hearing be had two 
weeks from yesterday at 2 p.m. There 
Was ne objection to this and it was so 
ordered. On motion of Mr. Nickell, the 
City Engineer was instructed to prepare 
in the mean time an estimate of the 
cost of the work and approximate if 
possible what the cost to property- 
This is for the guid- 
ance of the Council, some ef the pro- 
testants having alleged that the cost 
would be so great as to amount to a 
virtual confiscation of their property. 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney were ordinances for 
the readvertising of bids for the con- 
struction of sewers on Broadway from 
Third to Seventh street and on Ruth 
avenue. The first of these was adopted, 
but the last was referred to the City 
Clerk for the purpose of having the no- 


tice of award of the former contract 
properly published and posted. Ordi- 


nances amending the license ordinance 
so as to reduce the license of oil pro- 
ducers, legalizing the appointment of 
special deputies in the Tax and License 
Collector's office, granting special privi- 
leges for the construction of pumping 
cables and ordering the work of opening 
Park Grove avenue between Twenty- 
first and Twenty-third § streets were 
adopted under suspension of the rules: 
SCHOOL MUST BE MOVED. 


With reference to the trouble over the 
location of the Macy-street school, the 
City Attorney reported as follows: 

“In the matter of. the suit of the peo- 
ple of the State of California ex rel E. 
M. Starr, plaintiff, against the city of 
Los Angeles, the Board of Education et 
al., the defendants, to abate the nuis- 
ance, Which consists of an obstruction 
of a public alley of said city, caused 
hy the erection of a public school upon 
said alley. The allegation in the com- 
plaint is that said school building pro- 
jects a distance of twelve feet into said 
alley and for the entire width of. said 
building, a distane of sixty feet, [ 
have ascertained from the Engineer's 
office that the facts alleged in the com- 
plaint are true. In view of this I would 
recommend that the matter be investi- 
gated and means devised for either ac- 
quiring the necessary land or removing 
the building from the alley, as the 
city has no right to allow an obstruction 
of this character to remain upon a pub- 
lic thoroughfare, and an attempt to 
contest the cause weuld simply result 
ultimately in an accumulation of costs 
against the city and the Board of Edu- 
cation, as the Board of Education is 
also a party to this action. I have aa- 
dressed a communication to them upon 
the same subject and in the samme line 
and suggested that they confer with 
you in relation to the same.”

The lhitching Ordinance Modified 
to Hackmen. 


The hearing of a number of protests 


against street improvements was mad 
a special order of business for th 
opening of the afternoon ‘session and 
the first of these to be called was that 
of John Keifer et al., against the. con 
struction of a sewer on San Fernando 
Street between . Bellevue yverndue and 
Ord street. This has been before the 
Counci] every week for months and 
a week ago it was premised that it 
would be finally settled yesterday. 


There had been some delay in arrang- 


ing for a proper system of sewer con-! 


nections on the street and the hearing 
of the protest was continucd: until the 
next regular meeting of the Council. 

A number of property-owners ap- 
peared both in person and by attorney 
in the interests of the protests of 
James Moses and Mrs. Eliza Wilson et 
al., against the confirmation of the re- 
port of the commissioners for the open- 
ing of an alley from Fourth to Fifth 
streets between Broadway and _ Hill.

He immediately investigated the mat- 
ter and feund that they were afflicted 
with the dread Texas fever. Not satis- 
fied that it was really that disease he 
called on Dr. Morrison, and together 
they made an examination of certain 
of the cattle and soon all their doubts 
were removed. 

The infected cattle are the property 
of a dairyman named Martin. who 
since the discovery of the disease, has 
been assisting the authorities all he can 
in their efforts to stamp it out. The 
catt'e are not those which he has had 
at his dairy, and therefore his milch 
cows have not been exposed to the dis- 
ease. The herd.now under quarantine 
was brought some time ago to the Los 
Felis ranch from near the Pomeroy 
ranch, at the headworks of the city’s 
water system, and were placed on pas- 


ture. Two weeks ago 102 head were 
placed on this ranch and since then 
twenty-one have died. At the time of 


the discovery of the disease there were 
ninety-five in the herd, and nearly all 
of them were afflicted with the fever. 
It is these against which a quarantine 
has been established. All of them have 


been placed in one enclosure so that 
no other cattle can come near them. All 
the catile witich = die are promptly 
buried.

The piece is exceedingly well cast, so 
well that each man seems to have been 
given, in his part, the opportunity to 
do the best work of which he is capable.

The Board of Education had a num- 
ber of important questions for oonsid- 
eration last evening. 

A communication was received from 
the City Attorney, calling attention to 
a suit brought against thé city for 
obstructing a public alley, one of the 
outside buildings standing in part un 
the alley. It was thought by the mem- 
bers of the board that the build 
could be moved off the alley at a cos 
of a few hundred dollars, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Building Com- 
mittee to invtestigate‘and ascertain 


what aid the Council will give the 
board, 
A petition was received from Mrs. 


Threlkeld of the Stimson Industrial 
School asking that a night school be 
established in connection with that in- 
stitution. A motion was passed that a 
night school for girls should be estab- 
lished with the fall opening of schools, 
its location to be determined later. 

A communication was received from 
parents of forty-two children in the 
southeastern part of the Ninth Ward, 
asking fer a school. Mr. Simonton 
said these children had been attending 
a school outside the city, which had 
been moved and no school existed with- 
in nearly two miles. The matter was 
referred to a special committee, com- 
posed of Messrs. Simonton, Conrey and 
Braley.. 

Superintendent Foshay reported on 
his visit to the convention of the Na- 
tional Educational Association, saying 
that the association would meet in Log 
Angeles next year if no trasportation 
obstacles arose and that within a month 
definite information on that point would 
be at hand. He was given a vote of 
congratulation for obtaining the con<- 
vention for this city. 

Cc. A. Charlton, assistant superintend« 
ent of public building, reported on ree 
quest, that he had investigated thd 
work on the Pico Heights school build- 
ing. He specified a number of places 
in which smaller timber was being used 
than the specifications call for, while 
in some cases the supports for the 
timbers are considerably further apart 
than is specified. The building is bea 
ing erected under contract by Murphy 
& McLennan. 

C. C. Hogan, Superintendent of School 
Buildings, stated that the occasion fon 
the use of timbers differént from thosd 
called for in the specifications was the 
lack of the proper timber in the local 
market. while the placing of supports 
for timbers at greater distanee than 
provided for grew out of the division 
of the building by windows and doors 
in such way as to interfere with fol- 
lowing the specifications. There were 
some minor points which the contrac- 
tors would have to connect, but he said 
they had not shown a disposition ta 
avoid expense in carrying out the con« 
tract. 

The High School Committee reported 
on books for the coming year, saying 
that the changes made were recom- 
mended by Superintendent Foshay ond 
Principal W. H. Housh, and they had 
stated that the changes would affect 
only new classes, and wovld thus carse 
no loss to pupils, while*they would 
give more modern text books. The 
recommendations wer adopted.

AFTER THE WAR IS OVER. 

Now that the end of the war ap- 
pears to be in sight, it is about time 
for Americans to begin to turn thetr 
thoughts’ once more toward the arts 
of peace and the routine of business 
life. 

There is every indication to encour- 
age to believe that the United 
States is on the eve of a great busi-! 
ness boom. The condition of the 
country has never been more satis- 
than it at present. The 
abundance of mouey and the confi- 
dence ot the people in the govern- 
ment was amply shown by the im- 
mense subscriptions to the pcpular 
War loan. Government statistics for 
the past fiscal vear show a most ex- 
traordinary and gratifying increase in 
the volume of our exports.

The 
scene of the second and fourth acts, in 
which the quaint old Southern home 
of Col. Preston is represented, is one 
of the most beautiful ever put upon 
any Los Angeles stage. The perspec- 
tive is so cleverly managed that the 
noble old forest seems to stretch away 
for miles through the valley to the 
mountains far in the distance. The 
dawning of day and the sunrise in the 
fourth act gives an effect of light that 
is marvelously beautiful, and it would 
be hard to find a lovelier moonlight 
scene than that which takes place in 
the perfumed depths of the magnolia 
grove, by the ruined gate. 

The piece is exceedingly well cast, so 
well that each man seems to have been 
given, in his part, the opportunity to 
do the best work of which he is capable. 
Hugo Toland’s fitness for the role of 
Capt. Davenpért is beyond question 
after the record he made with it in the 
original production of the play, when 
he followed Maurice Barrymore in the 
successful interpretation of this char- 
acter. The polished ease of the man, 
his quiet grasp of every situation, his 
innate nobility and warmth of heart, 
area depicted by Mr. Toland with de- 
lightful delicacy as well as power. It 
is the hand of steel in the glove of 
vaivet. Mr. Bacon is equally at home 
in the character of that quaint and lov- 
able Southern gentleman, Col. Moberly. 
The sweet, innate chivalry; the old- 
world courtesy, and the unconscious 
humor that flickers like sunshine over 
this man’s unspoiled nature, combine 
to make ‘him as ideally typical as “Col. 
Certer of Cartersville,”’and Mr. Bacon's 
conception of the character brings no 
disappointment to those who love Col. 
Moberly. George Osbourne, Jr., has 
also been given a role in which he is 
particularly happy. As Squire Tucker, 
he has a chance to do the best work 
that he has yet given a Los Angeles 
audience. Both he and Mr. Bacon have 
acquired a Southern accent as rich as 
cream, and the soft, blurred tones lend 
a seeming of the South that nothing 
else could give. 

Mr. Webster is excellent in the part 
of Col. Preston, especially in the burst 
of pathetic tenderness which follows 
the welcome of his granddaughter and 
the recognition of his son, in the last 
act. The ruined old man, in his poverty 
and his pride, is a _ pathetic figure 
throughout, and there was a fine re. 
straint in Mr. Webster's presentation of 
the part that made it doubly touching 
and beautiful. Mr. Ross plays the 
part of Edward Armstrong, and depicts 
him as a particularly fine, manly young 
fellow, so honest and straightforward 
that it is small wonder the old man 
softened to him at last. Mr. Crane, as 
Decatur, is the typical old family 
servant, and thoroughly in keeping with 
the idyllic character of the play. He. 
also. has an accent 80 thick and soft 
that it could be dipped up with a 
spoon. The part of Raymond Page is 
taken by Mr. Nicholson, who makes 
that precious rascal unpleasant enough 
to merit thoroughly an energetic execu- 
tion of Squire Tucker’s celebrated 
threat. George McAllister plays the 
short part of Lathrop Page. Miss Tiq- 
ball is charming as Carey, a role which 
is directly in the line of her best work. 
Miss Howe gives an excellent presen- 
tation of the character of Mrs. Page, 
and the smeller parts of Mrs. Stockton 
and Atlanta Moberly are well played by 
Miss Jennie Weidman and Miss Purs- 
sell,

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


PECULIAR WORK ON PICO HEIGHTS 
SCHOOL BUILDING, 


National Educational | Association 
Convention—Changes in Booka 
for High School Pupils—Plan for 
Watching the Henlith of Indi-« 
vidual Pupils in All Schools, 


The Board of Education had a num- 
“ber of important questions for consid- 
eration last evening. 

A communication was received from 
the City Attorney, calling attention to 
a suit brought against the city for 
obstructing a public alley, one of the 
outside buildings standing in part un 
the alley. It was thought by the mem- 
bers of the board that the build 
could be moved off the alley at a cos 
of a few hundred dollars, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Building Com- 
mittee to investigate ‘and ascertain 
what aid the Council will give’ the 
board. 

A petition was received from Mrs. 
Threlkeld of the Stimson Industrial 
School asking that a night school be 
established in connection with that in- 
stitution. A motion was passed that a 
night school for girls should be estab- 
lished with the fall opening of schools, 
its location to be determined later. 

A communication was received from 
parents of forty-two children in the 
southeastern part of the Ninth Ward, 
asking fer a school. Mr. Simonton 
said these children had been attending 
a school outside the city, which had 
been moved and no school existed with- 
in nearly two miles. The matter wags 
referred to a special committee, com- 
posed of Messrs. Simonton, Conrey and 
Braley. 

Superintendent Foshay reported on 
his visit to the convention of the Na- 
tional Educational Association, saying 
that the association would meet in Log 
Angeles next year if no ‘trasportation 
obstacles arose and that within a month 
definite information on that point would 
He was given a vote of 
congratulation for obtaining the con- 
vention for this city. 

Cc. A. Charlton, assistant superintend-« 
ent of public building, reported on ree 
quest, that he had investigated thd 
work on the Pico Heights school build- 
ing. He specified a number of places 


than the specifications call for, while 
in some cases the supports for the 
timbers are considerably further apart 
than is specified. The building is be- 
ing erected under contract by Murphy 
& McLennan. 

Cc. C. Hogan, Superintendent of School 
Buildings, stated that the occasion fon 
the use of timbers differént from thosd 
called for in the specifications was th 
lack of the proper timber in the loca 
market, while the placing of supports 
for timbers at greater distanee than 
provided for grew out of the division 
of the building by windows and doors 
in such way as to interfere with fol- 
lowing the specifications. There were 
some minor points which the contrac- 
tors would have to connect. but he said 
they had not shown a disposition ta 
avoid expense in carrying out the con< 
tract. 

The High School Committee reported 
on books for the coming year, saying 
that the changes made were recom- 
mended by Superintendent Foshay ond 
Principal W. H. Housh, and they had — 
stated that the changes would affect 
only new classes, and wovld thus cavse 
no loss to pupils, while*they woulda 
give more modern text books.

he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined not more than $5000 or be impris- 
oned not more than two years, or both. 
It further provides that any person who 
builds a campfire, or other fire, in or 
near any forest, timber, or other in- 
flammable material upon the public do- 
main and fails before breaking camp 
or leaving said fire to totally extin- 
guish the same shall be fined not more 
than $1000 or be imprisoned not more 
than one year, or both. The rigid ap- 
plication of this law in one or two in- 
Stances would have a tendency to de- 
crease the frequency with which smoke 
appears on the Sierra Madres.

Forthcoming National Encampment 
at Cincinnati, 0, 

Tie greatest proof of the fact that the 
national encampment \ of the Grand 
Army of the Republic at ‘Cincinnati, 
September 5 to 10. will be one of the 
most notable in the history. of ‘the 
order, comes ftom the declaration of 
officials of the Grand Army that the 
preparations thus far exceed any ever 
made by a city entertaining tne en- 
campment. The Executive Committee 
of the National Council of Administra- 
tion met in Cincinnati last week, and 
Went over carefully everything that has 
been done by the Cincinnati Citizens’ 
Committee to make the encampment & 
big success; The committeemen present 
Were William H. Armstrong of In- 
dianapolis, senior member of the com- 
mittee, and who in the absence of Com- 
mander-in-Chief J. P. 8. Gobin, acted

as chairman: Thomas W. Scott, Fair- 
child, Ill, who was secretary; L. L. 


Cadwell, Decorah, Iowa;  Hobert W. 
Hill, Canandaigua, N. Y.; Charles Bur- 
rows, Rutherford, N. J., Quartermaster- 
General, and FE. R. Monfort, Cincin- 
nati. The committeemen expressed 
themselves as particularly well pleased 
With the preparations that ‘had been 
made by the local committee for the 
entertainment and care of the old sol- 
diers. who wili make up the rank and 
file of the attendance and who form 
the bulk of the membership of the or- 
der. Indeed, this is one of the strong 
points of the encampment preparations 
made by Cincinnati. The old soldier 
is looked after and the delegates are 
given the same sort of care and atten- 
tion that is to be provided for the old 
soldier. In other encampment cities it 
has been customary for the commit- 
tees to take the best care of the dele- 


Bates themselves and allow the mem- 


bers of the order in general to take 
care of themselves. While the delegates 
Will in no way be slighted by the 
Cincinnati committee, it has been made 
an especial point with them to make 
the stay of the old soldiers in Cincin- 
nati the most pleasant and profitable. 
The quartering of such posts as come 
in a body in some of the best school 
houses will be undertaken with the as- 
signment of special members of the 
big committee to look afier every 
schoolhouse; and every member so as- 
signed will have under him two spe- 
cialiy sworn in police officers, who will 
act as guards and officers to look after 
the welfare of the veterans during their 
stay. Regular visits will be made ev- 
ery day to all the schoolhouses where 
veterans are quartered, by members 
of medical corps, all well-known physi- 
cians, and the old soldiers will be 
given free medical attention when 
needed. In different places about the 
city vacant storerocms have been se- 
cured that will be turned into resting 
places for the old soldiers during their 
going about the city. These stopping 
places will be on every square in so 
far aS vacant rooms can be procured, 
and in them will be cots, chairs, water 
coolers, wash rooms, tables and writ- 
ing materials, ‘so that there will be 
no occasion .for any member of the 
Grand Army to go in need of anything 
needful. The churches of the city have 
agreed to throw open their 
school and vestry rooms for the use of 
the wives and daughters of the,old sol- 
diers in the same way as the resting 
places, that have been provided for the 
men. As for the entertainment of the 
members of the Grand Army, coupon 
books will be issued to every member 
coming, who applies to his department 
adjutant-general. These books will 
contain coupons edmitting the old sol- 
dier and his wife to all places of amuse- 
ment, such as the great spectacular 
show at Chester Park, illustrative of 
recent naval victories of the United 
States; to the Lagoon; to Coney Island; 
to the campfires and all similar enter- 
tainments that have heen provided in 
great number. In short, the object of 
the Cincinnati committee has been to 
make the encampment and its attend- 
ant entertainment as attractive to the 
entire membership of the Grand Army 
as possible.

THE CITY’S PLAN OF BUYING UP 
WATER STOCK. 


Humor of the Alleged Leak in the 
Mountain-street Reservoir—Sen- 
sntion Caused by MeLachtan’s 
Withdrawal — Business Trans- 
acted by City Trustees—Progress 
of New Charter, 


PASADENA, Aug. Regular Correspond- 
ence.} There has been great activity of late 
among purchasers of stock in the lecal water 
companies. Speculators have taken adyan- 
tage of the prospective acquirement of the 
water systems by the city.w gather in odd 
shares here aid there at a low price, and 
some of them have accumulated large blocks, 
Owners of land to which water stock is at- 
tached have suddenly discovered that their 
stock has a market price. This stock pays 10 
dividends, and the owners are sure of their 
water at’the same rate whether they hold the 
stock or not; so, when an opportunity has 
arisen to get a little money vut of it, some 
of them have jumped at the chance. But 
they have been in too great a hurry. They 
have soid their shares at $15 to $18 each, 
whereas, if they had waited, they might now 
be able to get more from the eity. The. moct 
impottant move yot made in the water figut 
is the definite decision of the Committee of 
Eleven, which met at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
to adopt the policy of acquiring possession of 
the present water planis by purchasing stock 
from the ind Vidua! sharcho.ders. The com- 
mittee will and wilt hold the stock 
in trust for tho cliy, as it accumulates. Toney 
will otier consideiably more than $15 or $18 
for the stock, just how much cannot be stated 
at present, but any stockholder parting with 
his shares to speculators under the prevail- 
ing conditions is very shoit-sighted. A sub- 
cammittee will soon go into the work of 
stock-buying in earnest, and thero are grat.- 
fy ng*inuications that mcst of the sharehold- 
e:s are c nv nced that they will be great ga n- 
crs, In the Way of mure water at fewer races, 
by selling out stock from which they derive 
no direct benefit, and going in for municipal 
ownership and expansion. 
Another sub-committee of the General Come- 
mittee of Eleven will at once enter upon the 
duty of: exaniining available soutre.s of water 
supply beyond those utilized at present. Stiil 
another will bave charge of the legal proceed- 
ings. The committee 1s well organized and is 
attacking its work in a workimanlike manner. 
The committee appointed to frame a new 
charter for the city held another meeting this 
evening and discussed the teatures of the 
jinstruinent, which they will submit to the 
people as soon as pcssible. 
IS THERE A LEAK? 

One of the most picturesque developments 
of all this water campaign is the assertion 
made by two well-known experts in the’ de- 
velopment of watcr, and brought to the at- 
tention of the Pasadena and Lake Vineyard 
Company, tonight, to the effect that there is 
a big jeak in that company’s large reservoir 
near Mountain street, where the new pump- 
iug plant has recentiy been installed. They 
cep this with the declaration, preferred in all 
seriousness, that the new pump, situated a 
short distance below the reservoir, has simply 
been drawing water from this leak and pump- 
ing it back into the reservoir. The men who 
made this alleged discovery went before the 
directors of the Pasadcna and Lake Vineyard 
Company tonight and offered to wager a 
thousand dollars in support of their state- 
ments, but the directors declined to make the 
bet or to have anything to do with the mat- 
ter. They derided the idea that there is a leak 
of any size in the reservoir. They say it is 
not reasonable to believe that such a leak 
could have existed for all these months with- 
out enlarging and causing the whole embank- 
ment to cave in. Furthermore, they declare 
that the water raised by the pump tastes 
different from that in the reservoir, and that 
if they were simply pumping from that leak 
they could not have raised the level of the 
water as they have done. The others insist 
that the pump has raised the water in the 
reservoir only a little, and are positive that 
the pump has simply tapped the leak. 

MEETING OF CITY TRUSTEES. 
This afternoon’s meeting of the City Trus- 
tees was rather uninteresting. Only three 
members of the board were present. The City 
Attorney was not present, being occupied with 
the .injunction’ proceedings in Los Angeles. 
The San Gabriel Light and Power Company, 
which has been announcing for some time 
that it is anxious to get permission to do an 
electric-lighting business in the city, did not 
appear. 
On the water question the board passed 
resolutions that the welfare of the city re- 
quires that the city acquire, own and operate 
the water systems; that the City Trustees in- 
tend tg take such action as will promote this 
requirement; that the assistance of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee of Eleven will be cordially 
accepted; that the members of the board as 
a committee of the whole prepare and report 
a plan for bringing about the desired result. 
Thus the movement for municipal ownership 
of water supply is no longer a citizens’ move- 
ment simply; it is a city movement, with all 
the city’s corporate power behind it.

CANAL AGITATION, 

From all parts of the United States ‘comes 
encouraging news of work similar .to that 
ef the San Diego Chamber of Commerce in 
agitation of the Nicarugua Canal project. 
Editorials from influential papers’ comment 
the enterprise of San Diego in urging this 
matter. The. watchword, ‘‘Remember the 
Oregon,’’ is declared to be very effective in 
directing attention to the canal. The whole 
world knows cf the trip of the Oregon, and 
realizes the saving inétime, thoney and 
anxiety if the lion of the deep could have 
gone directly between the Americas into 
Cuban Waters, instead of skirting the hem- 
isphere, 

R. H. Young. secretary of the Canal Asso- 
ciation, has made public a few of the let- 
ters received by the comniittee. One of 
these is from Horace B. Hudson of the 
Minneapolis Journal, indicating that much 
work is needed in that section to arouse 
any enthusiasm. The letter says: 

“In this vicinity sentiment regarding the 
Nicaragua project is not very enthusiastic, 
the element of self-interest, being entirely 
absent. In fact, a good many people think 
that the canal would be a detriment rather 
than a benefit to this part of the couniry. 
At the same time a breader view is taken 
by many, and I believe the number of peo- 
ple who favor the canal is increasing. I 
should like to know whether your associa- 
tion is supporting any particular bill, or is 
working in the interest Wf any particular 
group of men, or whether it looks to the 
absolute government control and-.-manage- 
ment of the enterprise.”’ 


Secretary Young in an intervicw in the 
Union says: 
“The administration of our country is 


favorable to’ the canal, which means much, 
but it was so when U. S. Grant was Pres'- 
dent. Even yet there has been no favorable 
action by Congress. Several years ago the 
Senate passed a good bill, but it was hung 
up in the House. All political parties declared 


for the canal in their national platforms two. 


years ago, and still the advocates of the 
enterprise have had hard work to get a 
hearing in Congress. Of course the war 
with Spain has brought the question more 
prominently before the nation. but even yet 
the only sure way to secure the desired end 
is for the people to arise as on man and 
demand it. There may be some better way 
te get together than by the organiation of 
canal associations all over the country, but 
so far none has been proposed.”’

Has anybody plucked 
out his right eye, or cut off his left, hand, 
or has anybody salted himself with salt? 

‘Some may say that we have taken away 
hell. We have taken it away in order to 
bring out the real hell. The real hell is in 
man, when he deliberately transgresses the 
dictates of conscience, when he shuts his 
eyes toward God and@ the gospel. and turns 
away from the path of duty. That is more 
awful than any cries that may come from 
hell. The awful state of mind of the man 
whose head has become the seat of lust. 
the misery and wretchedness of such a hell 
is more awful than the hell we read of. The 
whole essence of hell is within yourself, 
your own’ soul.”’

MAILS FOR PUERTO RICO. 
Interrupted Communication Estab. 
lished With Ponce, 


Mails are once more being sént to that 
former portion of King Alfonso’s do- 


mains known as the island of Porto 


Rico. The postmaster-general his an- 
nounced that hereafter mail wiH be 
transmitted regularly 
and the United States. The regular 
foreign rates will rule for the pres- 
ent as follows: . 

Frst-class mail 5 cents per one-half 
ounce: postal cards, single, 2 cents, 
double, 4 cents; second and third-class 
mail, 1 cent per each 2 ounces; fourth- 
class. 1 cent per ounce; registration 
fee. 8 cents. United States stamps will 
be required. Prepayment is not re- 
quired, but on delivery of unstamped 
or not sufficlently-stamped mai} dou- 
ble the customary rates must*be paid. 
All this mail matter is subjeet.to ex- 
amination by the military and naval 
authorities, and such as is deémed im- 
proper for transmission may be aith- 
held. Mails forthe troops continue to 
be sent by postal clerks to” Military 
Station No, 1, Porto Rico, Washing- 
ton. D. C. Mail for Ponce is sent to 
the Tinited States Postal Agent, Ponce, 
Porto Rico.
